Like many of you, I went to the theater 
—— the weekend of July 21 to see the new 
f, ta Oo. iat Re. Pawn Bes film Oppenheimer. It was the first time 
a in a long time that I sat in a sold-out 
At Ka tio nora Asa movie theater. I watched the film on an 


IMAX screen in the movie house at the 


Jel Veranda in Concord. 


In my humble opinion, this film is a 

masterpiece. A phenomenal cast telling 
a phenomenal story of a scientific genius leading other great scientists to develop the atomic 
bomb. Being a Cal alum, I was particularly intrigued with the scenes shot at the University of 
California at Berkeley. My major at Cal was chemistry; but I had a very big interest in 
physics and astronomy. Along with taking classes in chemistry, I took several classes in 
/quantum mechanics, classical mechanics and astrophysics. I was reminded during the film 
that the language of science is still mathematics.

The movie is like a scientific fantasy world. For me, the characters on the screen only existed 
in textbooks. The film displayed many familiar and great names in the world of physics: 


Einstein, Heisenberg, Bohr, Alverez, Lawrence, Feynman, Fermi, Teller and Oppenheimer. 


I was thinking back to when I was transitioning from high school to college. My late brother 
Roger Morales, may he rest in peace, worked and spent his career as a technical specialist at 
Lawrence Livermore National Labs (LLNL) in Livermore, CA. Roger would often tell me about his work at 
LLNL. A couple of times, he actually would bring me there. I remember one time attending an open house at 
LLNL. Workers and their families were allowed to tour the un-secured areas of the lab. 


I remember being there and seeing mockups of nuclear war heads. I also saw some of the early experiments of 
harnessing fusion for the benefit of mankind and not the destruction. 


Edward Teller, the “father” of the hydrogen bomb, spent a lot of time at LLNL. I assumed that LLNL was his 
nuclear playground. One time, Dr. Teller was promoting a book about him at LLNL and my brother was there. 
He bought a book for me and Dr. Teller signed it mentioning my name. The only thing I had in common with 
Dr. Teller was his first name (actually my legal name is Eddy, which I hate). 


I still have this book which I read years ago and forgot that I had it. Now after seeing this movie, I realized that I 
had a little piece of nuclear history. 


That was the joy. Now for the sorrow. Even though I had so much respect and learned so much from the work of 
these scientists, they created the ultimate weapon for mass destruction that is still here today. Not to mention that 
we dropped two of these on Japan to end the war. 

It is my hope that we, and any other nation with nuclear capability, do not use these terrible weapons again.

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Bylaws 
of the 


Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club 


BY-LAWS 


MOUNT DIABLO oh anaes oe CLUB 


PREAMBLE 
The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club has been organized for public and charitable purposes, 
specifically as an educational and scientific organization as defined and limited by U.S. Internal 
Revenue Code §501(c)(3). The specific educational, scientific and public welfare purposes of this 
Ceorporation are as defined in Article II of the Articles of Incorporation. 


This Ceorporation is organized under the Nonprofit Public Benefit Corporation Law of the State 
of California, California Corporations Code TITLE 1, DIVISION 2, PART 2 and is not organized 
for the private gain of any person. 


ARTICLE I — NAME, OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS 
Section 1. NAME 
This Ceorporation shall be known as the "Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club”, a California non- 
stock nonprofit public benefit Ceorporation. 


Section 2. OFFICERS 
The officers shall consist of a President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. All terms of 
office shall be one year. 


Section 3. DIRECTORS AND EMERGENCY COORDENATFOR 

In addition there shall be four Directors-At-Large and a fifth Director designated the Emergency 
Coordinator. Two Directors shall be elected each even-numbered year for a term of two years. 
The second two Directors shall be elected in odd-numbered years for a term of two years. The 


term of office of the Emergency Coordinator shall be for one year. 
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Section 4. QUALIFICATIONS 
The Officers, Directors and Emergency Coordinator shall be elected from the membership and 
shall be Amateur Radio operators licensed by the United States of America. 


Section 5. ELECTION 
Newly elected officers and directors shall take office on the first day of January. 


ARTICLE IT - DUTIES AND AUTHORITY 
Section 1. PRESIDENT 
1. Duties shall be to call and preside over all official meetings. 


2. Shall appoint all committee chairpersons, 


Section 2. VICE PRESIDENT 
1. Duties shall be to assist the President in the discharge of the President's duties and to preside 
in the President's absence. 


2. Shall also be the program chairperson. 


Section 3. SECRETARY. 
1. Shall record the minutes of all official meetings and maintain a record of each for inspection 
by Club members. 


2, Shall execute all necessary correspondence. 


3. Shall maintain all eh:bClub officialbisterieal records. 


Section 4. TREASURER 
1. Shall act as the Principal Financial Officer of the ehibClub; be custodian of all ehabClub funds; 
keep complete and accurate records of the receipt and disbursement of such funds. 


2. Shall maintain a true and complete account of all e¢hibClub assets and liabilities including 
capital items and prepare formal written reports as of June 30 and December 31. These reports 
shall be published in the Club newsletter. 
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3. Shall report the financial condition of the elabClub at each general membership meeting. 


4. Shall be responsible for the preparation of all necessary tax filings with city, county, state anc 
federal jurisdictions for the Board of Directors. 


5. Shall prepare for Board of Director's approval, an annual budget of income and expense of th 
ebabClub and its committees and groups. Shall arrange to have the budget published in the Clul 
newsletter no later than the February issue. 


Section 5. EMERGENCY COORDINATOR 
1. Shall coordinate ehibClub activities with RACES /ARES, the county Auxiliary Communicatior 
Service (ACS) and other public safety and emergency response officials. 


2. Shall maintain all records of information pertaining to those activities. 


Section 6. BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
1. The Board of Directors shall be voting members of the Board, and are expected to attend all 
Board meetings. 


2. The Board of Directors shall meet and conduct the business of the Ceorporation. Minutes of 
all General Membership meetings and Board of Director's meetings shall be published by the 
secretary in the Club newsletter. 


3. The Board of Directors shall be empowered to authorize payment of any bills not exceeding 
$1,000 that are not an approved budget item and shall be empowered to authorize payment of 
increases in budgeted items that do not increase by more than $1,000. 


4. The Board of Directors may appoint a duly qualified regular ehibClub member to fill out the 
unexpired term of any office vacated, including but not limited to, by expiration of term, 
resignation, death or removal. 


5. Officers and Directors may be removed for cause including but not limited to absence, neglec 
of duty or misuse of office upon recommendation by a majority of the Board of Directors and a 
two-thirds affirmative vote by the members present at the following General Membership 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE III — MEETINGS 
Section 1. MEMBERSHIP MEETINGS page 7 


Regular meetings of the membership shall be held on the third Friday of each month, or at other 
times, when a Special Meeting is called by the President or by written request to the Board of 
Directors signed by five General Members of the Ceorporation. 


Section 2. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Regular meetings of the Board of Directors shall be held on the first Monday of each month, or 
at other times, when a Special Meeting is called by the presidentPresident or a quorum of the 
Board of Directors. 


Section 3. MEETINGS CONDUCTED UNDER ROBERT’S RULES OF ORDER. 

All meetings of the Ceorporation, including meetings of the membership, Board of Directors and 
committees shall be conducted in accordance with the current edition of Robert's Rules of Order 
Newly Revised in all cases to which they are applicable and in which they are not inconsistent 
with these bylaws and any special rules of order the Ceorporation may adopt. 


Section 4. QUORUM 

A quorum at all membership meetings shall be composed prise-ten-pereent of the General 
Membership present at that meeting. A quorum at all meetings of the Board of Directors shall 
comprise fifty percent of the officers and directors in office. 


Section 5. ELECTRONIC MEETINGS 


1. For the purposes of this Section, “Electronic Meeting” shall be defined as a meeting in which 
one or more participants are not physically present in one room or area; rather they 
communicate with the other participants via electronic means, such as the internet or 
telephone. Such meetings must provide, at a minimum, for simultaneous two-way voice 
communication among all participants. 


2. Electronic Meetings shall not require the use of special equipment or software available only 
to certain persons or requiring financial expenditure by the attendees to use. 


3. Notices of Electronic Meetings must include an adequate description of how to participate; 
such as a telephone number for teleconferences, web address for web conferences, password or 
meeting ID for all methods, ete. 


4. Persons unable to be physically present at a Regular or Special Meeting of the Membership, 
Board of Directors or any committee may, at the discretion of the meeting’s chair, attend via 
electronic means as described in Item 1 above. Such persons shall be considered to be in 
attendance for the purposes of a quorum and for voting. 


5. Should business arise for the Board of Directors or any committee that requires action prior 
to the next Regular meeting of that body, the chair may call and conduct a Special Meeting as 
an Electronic Meeting. Such Special Electronic Meetings shall allow, but not require, a central 
location for participants to attend in person. All attendees shall be considered to be in 
attendance for the purposes of a quorum and for voting. 
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6. Electronic Meetings may be conducted at the discretion of the meeting’s chair. Nothing in 
this Section shall be construed as to require that any meeting of the Membership, Board of 
Directors or any committee be provided with the facilities for an Electronic Meeting, or that 
any attendee has the right to attend any meeting by electronic means. 


ARTICLE IV — FINANCE 
Section 1. ANNUAL DUES 
1. Any changes in the annual dues shall be voted upon by the Board of Directors and approved 
by a simple majority of the membership at a regular membership meeting. A proposal to revise 
the dues shall be published in a mailing to the members, one month before the membership 
vote. 


Section 2. NO ASSESSMENTS 
1. Club expenses may be defrayed by dues, donations, auctions or benefits, but not by 
assessment. 


Section 3. AUTHORIZED SIGNATURES 
1. All authorized checks shall be signed by the Treasurer, or any other officers designated by the 
Board of Directors. 


Section 4. NON-BUDGETED EXPENSES 
1. Motions to expend non-budgeted ¢hzbClub funds shall normally be presented to the Board of 
Directors prior to presentation to the membership at a Regular or Special Meeting. 


Section 5. EXPENSES PROPOSED AT MEMBERSHIP MEETINGS 

1. Motions made at a regular membership meeting to expend funds not included in the budget 
shall not be acted upon at that meeting. Authorization to spend the proposed money shall be 
referred to the Board of Directors and no expenditure shall be made without their affirmative 
vote. 


ARTICLE V — MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1. GENERAL MEMBERSHIP 
1. Any person is eligible for General Membership regardless of race, creed, sex, or national origin 
and the like. Each General Member is entitled to vote at all Regular and Special Meetings. 


Section 2. ADDITIONAL FAMILY MEMBERSHIP 
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1. Additional family members of General Members in good standing may qualify as General 
Members without payment of dues or for discounted membership dues as determined by the 
Board of Directors. 


2, Additional family members must reside at the same address and one copy of the Club 
newsletter will be mailed to that family address unless otherwise requested. 


Section 3. STUDENT MEMBERSHIP 

1. The Board of Directors may establish Student Memberships, designating from time to time 
the amount and payment of dues. The qualifications for Student Membership and voting 
privileges, rights and obligations shall determined by the Board of Directors. 


Section 4. HONORARY MEMBERSHIP 
1. The Board of Directors may award a non-voting Honorary Membership to persons of merit. 
An Honorary Member shall not be obliged to pay dues. 


Section 5. LIFE MEMBERSHIP 

1. The Board of Directors may award Life Memberships. A Life Member shall not be obliged to 
pay dues. A Life Member shall have the same voting privileges, rights and obligations as a 
General Member. 


Section 6. REVOCATION 

1. Membership may be revoked or other lesser disciplinary action taken against a member after 
a review and a recommendation by the Board of Directors and a majority vote of the 
membership for any of the following: 


" Violations of the Radio Laws, Regulations and Treaties of the United States of 
America, including intentional and/or malicious radio interference. 


" Non-payment of dues. 
" Failure to abide by these By-Laws. 
" Member misconduct. 


Section 7. REINSTATEMENT 
1. Amember whose membership has been revoked may apply for reinstatement of membership 
not sooner than one year from the date of the revocation. 


Section 8. DELINQUENCY 

1. Dues delinquent after January 31 automatically stand the member suspended. Reinstatement 
may be made upon payment of dues. A member in good standing shall be one whose 
membership has not been suspended nor revoked. Page 10 


Section 9. MEMBER MISCONDUCT 

Member misconduct shall include, but shall not be limited to: 

a) Financial misconduct, fraud, embezzlement or theft of Ceorporation funds and /or property. 
b) Intentional conduct creating legal liability for the Ceorporation. 

c) Violent, threatening, and/or disorderly conduct. 

d) Bringing disrepute to the Ceorporation including but not limited to threats, harassment and 
insults to members and to the public at large. 

e) Violation of criminal laws. 

f) Attempts to disrupt orderly procedure or failure to abide by rulings from the presiding officer 
or chairman at Membership, Board and committee meetings, including refusal to comply when 
called out of order. 


ARTICLE VI - ELECTION COMMITTEE 
Section 1. COMMITTEE MEMBERS 
The Election Committee shall consist of at least three members appointed by the President no 
later than the August General Membership meeting. 


Section 2. DUTIES 

It shall be the duties of the Election Committee to procure candidates for each office, qualify 
nominated members as to membership and willingness to accept the nomination, ensure ballots 
are properly and timely provided to all members in good standing, receive and tabulate ballots, 
and announce the results of the election at the November meeting.

Nominations may be made via email to a member of the Election Committee and from the floor 

at the September and -October and November meetings. At both of these meetings, a member of 

the Election Committee will announce the current nominees. Nominations will be accepted up 

to and including October 31 and closed afterwards. The names of those nominated prior to the aé 
publieation-October publication deadline shall be published in the October Club newsletter; 


those nominated up to and including October 31* will be published in the and-November cClub 


newsletters. 


Section 4. BALLOTING 

A ballot shall be provided to each member eligible to vote at least two weeks prior to the 
November meeting, by postal mail or electronically via an application on the internet (if made 
available) or by members email. If electronically, an option to print a paper ballot shall also be 
provided. Members that requested postal mail delivery of the Club’s newsletter and-directory 
shall be sent a ballot by postal mail. Printed Bballots shall also be made available for voting at 
the November meeting. 


At each member’s option, completed ballots may be submitted by: 
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(a) postal mail, with receipt required at the address on the ballot no later than two days before 
the November meeting; 

(b) electronically, such as by email or via an application on the internet (if made available), with 
submission made no later than two days before the November meeting; or 

({c) in person at the November meeting. 


Section 5. Office Vacancies 
In the event that an office is vacant post-election, the Board of Directors may appoint a duly 
qualified regular Club member to fill that office. 


Section 6. Special Election 
In the event that the board is disbanded, a special election will be conducted to establish a new 


board. 


ARTICLE VII - CONFLICTS OF INTEREST POLICY 


Section 1. CONFLICTS WITH INTEREST OF THIS CORPORATION PROHIBITED. 
All actions, deliberations, decisions and actions by the Board of Directors, the individual 
officers, directors, committee chairmen and members of this Ceorporation shall be made in the 
sole interests of this Ceorporation and for the Ceorporation’s educational and scientific purposes 
as defined and limited by U.S. Internal Revenue Code §501(c)(3). 


Section 2. PERSONAL FINANCIAL BENEFIT PROHIBITED 

Individual officers, directors, committee chairmen and members are prohibited from taking any 
action to achieve a personal financial benefit or for a third person or other entity, including 
another nonprofit or for profit organization. 


Section 3. DUTY TO RECUSE 

Any officer, director, committee chairman or member shall promptly disclose the existence of 
any potential conflict of interest on any matter in which they have a material financial interest, 
or whether they are an officer or director of another entity that may reasonably be affected by 


the outcome of the vote. In such event, they and shall recuse himself or herself from being 
pussett for haan or Pe on ang matter. Sarai cart nage 


ARTICLE VIII - BY-LAWS AMENDMENTS 
Section 1. PROCEDURE 
An amendment to the By-Laws may be initiated by the Board of Directors or by written request 
to the Board of Directors signed by five members of the Celub. In order to be effective, the 
proposed amendment shall be presented to the Board of Directors, published by mail to the 
members or published in the Club newsletter by mail and/or electronic means, and approved by 
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two-thirds of the members present at the next regular membership meeting following such 
publication. 


ARTICLE IX - PUBLICATION 
Section 1. OFFICIAL PUBLICATION 
1. There shall be an official publication maintained by the Ceorporation in the form of a 
newsletter to be published monthly and called the "Carrier’. The editor and staff shall be 
appointed by the Board. 


2, The financing of the Club newsletter shall be from the Ceorporation's treasury. 


Section 2. PUBLICATION BY ELECTRONIC MEANS 


1. ~All publications, notices and mailings to the members may be made by electronic 
means.

OUR NEXT PUBLIC SERVICE EVENT OF THE YEAR IS HERE!! 


The Firetrails 50M running race in the Oakland and Berkeley Hills has been scheduled for 
September 30, 2023. 


The Firetrails 50M running race continues in our new home at Cull Canyon Regional Park, which is 
about a 5 minute drive from the old start/finish at Lake Chabot. The race will turn around at Skyline 
Gate, and return to Cull Canyon Regional Park. 


We are looking for experienced communicators and beginning hams who will be teamed up at one of 
seven check points along the running route. We will report on the bib numbers of the first three 
male runners and the first three female runners, as well as the bib numbers of the last five runners. 


We will also report to net control the bib numbers of any dropped runners and report on the supply 
needs of the aid station to which we are assigned. 


All assignment locations are drive-up locations, or very close to parking lot locations. 

We have been asked to provide communications for this event since cell phone coverage along the 
race route is weak to non-existent. Reliable communication is a must for this type of activity in this 
remote area.

ARLBO17 ARRL Files Comments Against "Seriously Flawed" HF Rules Petition 


ARRL, as part of its mission to protect Amateur Radio, has filed comments against a proposal that would introduce high-power digital 
communications to the shortwave spectrum that in many instances is immediately adjacent to the Amateur HF bands. 


The "Shortwave Modernization Coalition" (SMC), which represents certain high-frequency stock trading interests, filed the petition with the 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC). ARRL responded on behalf of its members and the 760,000 licensees of the Amateur Radio 
Service in the US.

The ARRL Laboratory performed a detailed technical analysis over several months to determine if the proposed rules would affect 
operations on the bands allocated to Radio Amateurs that are inter-mixed with the Part 90 bands in the spectrum in question. 


ARRL's analysis determined that, if the proposed rules are adopted, the new operations inevitably will cause significant harmful interference 
to many users of adjacent and nearby spectrum, including Amateur Radio licensees. Ed Hare, WIRFI, a 37-year veteran of the ARRL Lab 
and internationally recognized expert on radio frequency interference, was the principal investigator on the study. Hare concluded the 
petition should not be granted. "This petition seeks to put 50 kHz wide, 20,000-watt signals immediately next to seven different amateur 
bands with weaker protections against interference than required in other services," said Hare. 


In its formal opposition, ARRL stated, "That destructive interference would result if operations commenced using anything close to the 
proposed maximum levels." 


ARRL's filed comments highlight flawed analysis and incomplete data submitted by the petitioners. It noted the petitioners "...significantly 
understate the harmful interference that is not just likely, but certain, if the rules proposed by SMC are adopted as proposed. It is noteworthy 
that SMC's proposed rules would provide less protection than the much-lower power amateur radio transmitters are required to provide Part 
90 receivers." 


ARRL's opposition also noted that there was no reported tests conducted with Amateur or other affected stations, but referenced a spectrum 
capture in the Comments filed with the Dayton Group that showed actual interference into the Amateur 20-meter band from one of the High 
Frequency Trading experimental stations. 


Part 90 HF rules currently authorize a maximum signal bandwidth equal to a voice communications channel, at up to 1000 W peak envelope 
power (PEP). The petition seeks multiplication of signal width, greater transmitted power, and weaker rules that protect users of adjacent 
spectrum. ARRL's comments expose the likely fallout: 


"Incredibly, notwithstanding the significant increase in potential interference that would result from using digital schemes with 50 kHz 
bandwidths and 20,000 watts of power, SMC also proposes to substantially lessen the protections required to protect adjacent 

and neighboring licensees. SMC proposes [out-of-band emissions] limits that offer less protection than the existing Part 90 limits and would 
actually permit no attenuation (0 dB) at the edge of adjacent allocations, many of which are bands allocated to and heavily used in the 
Amateur Radio Service. Consistent with lessening protections while increasing the potential for harmful interference, SMC also proposes a 
lower limit for spurious emissions. SMC would reduce the existing protection of -73 dB for the applicable 1000-watt power limit to just -50 
dB protection for their proposed 20,000-watt limit. Due to the much wider 50 kHz proposed bandwidth, the resulting interference would 
penetrate deep into the adjacent Amateur bands." 


The proposal has been assigned FCC Docket No. RM-11953. While the period for commenting on the petition has now closed, replies to 
comments in the record may now be submitted. 


Hundreds of licensed Radio Amateurs filed comments in the Docket, expressing overwhelming opposition to the proposal. Those interested 
may read ARRL's full comments and the results of the technical analysis, which are included in the filing. "If granted as written, this would 
be devastating to Amateur operation for many tens of kHz 

into our bands," said Hare. 


ARRL will continue to advocate for its members and the Amateur Radio Service in this proceeding.
